Dear Sir;—As to the Dunlaps: 
There were three Robert Dunlaps 
Tbs first came to this country from 
Scotland, so Is the tradition. Per¬ 
haps also the second Robert, who wee 
a ton of the first. 'The second was 
born about 1730. He had four sons, 
William, John, Alexander and Robert 
111, who was born In 1776. Alexan¬ 
der was the ancestor of the Monroe 
Dunlaps. 1 am writing thla from 
memory, though I have the records. 

The wife ot Robert the second was 
Mary Gay, who was the youngest 
sister of the mother of John Rodgers 
Clark. 

The first Dunlaps were near rela¬ 
tives of the Lewises. General Lewis 
waa once at the home of Robert II, 
when a man came along with a new 
gun. He showed It to the General who 
took It and timed at a fat steer about 
one hundred yai la away. Just then 
a goose oime into the water. He 
dropped the gun onto the gooes end 
touched the trigger. The gun went 
off at half oock, and the goose lost 
ibe head. 

Robert Dunlap II waa killed at the 
Battle or Gulltord Court House In 
the Revolution. 

Tredltloo eeys the mother of Bern 
Houston wasa daughter of Robert I 
or II. I do not know If that be true. 

I bed a book In which Robert IL 
had written hta name. He wrote a 
clear, steady hand, as legible as print, 
which Is mors than you claim for 
some of his descendants. Robert II 
wee with the Lewises at Point 
Pleasant. 

Bat while we ere descendants from 
some of the oldest families of Augus¬ 
ta county, my son Solon Templeton 
Dunlap, waa married on the 3eth of 
December, 1923, to Mias Irene Hardy 
who la of a much older family. She 
bolds a headrlgkt In the Osage na¬ 


tion. • Her father waa a Kaw, a grand 
sou of General Hardy, Though I 
believe you trace one branch of your 
family to aa old a family. - 

'The Government overlooks the 
affairs of the Indians, end Senator 
Curtis could not lease hie lands for 
oil without the consent of the Indian 
Bureau. 

Senator Owen, of Oklahoma, la a 
Cherokee Senator Curtis, of Kan¬ 
sas, Is a Kaw. 

The Osagee hold their land .allot¬ 
ments of over 700 acres Individually, 
but they hold their mineral rights In 
oommon. This gives each of them 
an Income of about twelve thousand 
dollars. The minora are paid only 
four thousand dollars a year and the 
remainder Is kept for them by the 
Indian Bureau. This surplus has 
piled up for some of the younger 
ones well on to the hundred thou¬ 
sand mark. The rolls were closed In 
1907. It la only since the oil devel¬ 
opment that they get ae much In¬ 
come aa they do now.

I have about come to the conclu¬ 
sion that my ancestress Elizabeth 
Dunlap was a daughter of Alexander 
Dunlap, and came hart with him aa 
a child and was tha slater of the Rob¬ 
ert Dunlap who married a Gay. Her 
mother was of the famous McFarlene 


clan. 

After many years of consideration. 
I have come to the conclusion that 
thla Elizabeth Dunlap who waa the 
mother of Jacob Warwick, the Revo¬ 
lutionary officer, Is tha female anoes- 
ceea to whom our Warwick famHy 
owe much for whatever merit we 
may possess In the way of good qual¬ 
ities. The McFarlene Is of particu¬ 
lar Interest to tha historian. 

1 am very proud of my Indian 
blood. I am of tha fourteenth gener¬ 
ation from Powhatan, thirteenth 
from Pocahontas. I am about to 
write a chapter on Pocahontaa, the 
Princess. Watch for It. I have got¬ 
ten great light oh the facta and cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding her alliance 
with Rolph, that explains why the 
union was so bleaaed and why so 
many Virginians are ready to do bar 
homage. 

There Is one line of reasoning by 
which I can prove myself to be an 
Indian. Recently Judge Warred B 
Kittle, of Barbour oounty, rendered 
a decision which has been approved 
by the Supreme Opurt, that lo a race 
question, that any appreciable de¬ 
gree of blood Identifies the person 
with that race. That Is to trace 
back to a full blood. He disregard! 
all fractions such sa have for special 
reasons been put In tbe form ot stat¬ 
utory law In other states. We ~bave 
no statute on the subject. 

So that makes me an Indian, and 
I can stand It If tha Indiana can!./-

I have been approached since I 
have been elected a coancilman for 
tbe town ee to bow I stood on some 
of tit# Imps riant questions that are 
likely to come up before the present 
town council. First, the question of 
better water for Marl Inton 

I am thoroughly In favor of better 
water for Marl in too aa I feel tha bed 
water has been e htoderanee to tbe 
progress this town should have made. 
Where can we get better water? 
Some aey McLaughlin Spring, boom 
say Minnehaha water, end eome eey 
smaller springs near Marlin too I as 
a councilman favor getting aomethlng 
that Is permanent If tbe town can 
get Minnehaha water I feel sure thla 
la tha water tbe town should have as 
It la moat excellent water for domes¬ 
tic purpokea The McLaughlin Spring 
Is much nearer to the town and could 
be brought. here much cheeper but 
would the other water be worth tbe 
difference la t question to be decided 
after thorough Investigation. I 
told that tha McLaughlin Spring la 
vary atrong In limestone and we all 
know thla Is quite an objection to 
water for domeetlc purpoaea. Tbs 
worst, from my experience as a plum 
bar Is clogging tha hot water plpee 
with lime. I have been aeked why 
couldn't we let private money pot 
water to our town and use qur water 
meins to distribute tbe water to tbe 
property owners. This Is all right If 
the town would receive Income 
enough from this water to offset tbe 
ificome we lose from discontinuing 
our pumping system. As a matter 
of fact wa have our power plant to 
run Just the lime and from the know! 
edge I have from thla plant tha pump 
log of thla water Is done with very 
little extra expense to tha town and 
la quite an Income to the town. 

I have also been asked ee to ho* 
stood on the repairing of streets and 
allays I first suggest that tha town 
turn Main street over to the atste 
road system re many smaller towns 
have done. This of course must be 
done In a legal routine aet apart by 
the state. And than It seems to me 
the town should find some atone near 
to town and have enough atone crush 
ad to repair streets even If they can 
not convey all this year. I have been 
asked wbet I thought of river gravel 
for street*. I think sometimes they 
work In for the baee very well and 
cheapen tbe construction If they are 
handy to the town but the experience 
I have bad with river gravel Is the 
continual working off of the finer me 
terlal and let you down on the larger 
boulders. If this river gravel would 
be used In the base and finishing 
with a lima atone top I could see no 
reason why this cheaper material 
could not be used. 

As for tire morale of the town 
stand now, aa I always have for law 
and order, but do we get value re¬ 
ceived for the amount of money we 
put Into It., 

Aa for tbe cement wall that some 
of my opponents aald wouldbe brought 
before the town council through me 
by the Peoples Store. Let thla oome 
up and 1 can tell you how I stand on 
thla wall or any other wall for prl 
rate property. 

Let's all work together and put 
Marllnton on the map and make It a 
better place to live and rales our 
children.

1923. I had shipped (rom Martin * 
Jones, Ronceverte, W. Va., to 
Slttllngtoo, W. Va., a distance of 
not over 70 miles, one range oook 
stove 400 pounds and the freight was 
•2. 23. How does thla compete with 
the aohedula rates whloh wee pub 
llahed through tbe Pocahontas Times 
two weeks ago by tha C. A O R R. 
Co. If I had not been In business 
for tha past five or six years and pay¬ 
ing out hundreds of dollars freight 
yearly, I would have nothing to say, 
but this being the case, I do have 
something to aay whan It looks Ilka 
such statements are to keep tbe 
majority of the oountry blind as to 
what tbe real rates are, and what the 
heavy charges w* are paying from 
time to time.
